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Last September, the Department of State reissued its guidelines for official 
contact with representatives of Taiwan. Over the decades these guidelines have 
turned draconian to the extent that only minimal engagement occurs between 
Taiwan and U.S. officials at all levels and some rules are simply ridiculous. 
Under the guidelines, "meetings between USG officials and Taiwan authorities 
outside the U.S. must be held outside USG and Taiwan offices" according to an 
official State Department cable. Senior level military-to-military contacts are also 
prohibited. Many of these restrictions and their consequences are outlined in an 
report issued last year. 

These restrictions dramatically hinder the ability of the U.S. to engage with 
Taiwan on critical economic and security issues in a region where the U.S. has 
considerable strategic interests.
